pattents aſſured him and his heyzes,to the vtter ouerth;zow 
of Bowcaſes and Cuſhion makers, and bumbaſted they 
were like Beere barrels, with ſtatute Parchants and foz- 
feptures, But of all, his hoes were the ſtrangeſt, which be⸗ 
ing nothing elſe but a couple of Crab ſhells, were toothd at 
the toes with two ſharp ſixpenny nailes,that digd vp enery 
dunghill they came by fo2 gold, and ſnarid at the ſtones as 
hee went in the ſtreete, becauſe they were ſo common foz. 
men, women, and Childzen to tread vpon, and he could not 
deuiſe how to wzeſt an odde fine out of any of them.

Dn the other ſide, Dame Higgardize his wife, ina The deſcrip 
ſedge rugge kirtle, that had bene a matte time out of tion of 
minde, a courſe hempen rayleabout her ſhoulders, boꝛrotu⸗ dame Nig- 
ed ol the one ende of-a hop bag, an apzon made of Alma, Serdre. 


nackes out of date (ſuch as ſfand vpon Screenes, oz on the 
backſide of a doze in a Chandlers ſhop), and an olde wines 
pudding pan on her head, thzumd with the parings of her 
nayles, ſate barrelling vp the dꝛoppings of her noſe,in ſteed 
of oyle to ſayme woll withall, and would not aduenture to 
ſpit without halle a dozen of pozrengers at her elbow, 
The houſe (0; rather the hell) where theſe two Carth- 
woꝛmes encaptiued this beautifull Subſtaunce, was vaſt, 
large, ſfrong built, and well furniſhed, all ſaue the Kitchin:

The third is 
that of Plato who not only affirmeth that there are dwells, 
but denided them into th2e ſozts, euer one a degree of dig- 
nity aboue the other; the firſt are thoſe, whofe bodies are cõ⸗ 
pact of p pureſt ayerie Element, combined with ſuch tranſ⸗ 
parant thꝛeds, that neither they do partake ſo much fier as 
ſhoulo make them viſible to ſight, oꝛ haue any ſuch affinitte 
with the earth, as they are able to be peſt oz toucht: x theſe 
he ſetteth in the higheſt incomp2ehenſible degree of heauen. 
The ſecond,be maketh theſe whom Apulcius doth callrea- 
ſonable Creatures, paſſiue in minde and eternallin Time, 
being thoſe Apoſtata ſpirites that rebelled with Belzebub: 
- whoſe bodies, befoe their fall, were b2ight and pure all like 
to the fozmer ; but after their tranſgreſſion , they were ob- 
ſcureb with a thicke fiery matter, and euer after aſſigned ta 
darknes, The third, he attributes to thoſe men, that by ſom 
diuine knowledge oz vnderſtanding, ſerming to aſpyze a- 
boue moꝛtallitie, are called Dæmona, (that is) Gods: foz this 
woꝛd Demon contayneth eyther, and Homer in euer place 
doth vſe it, both loz that omnipotent power that was be- 
foze all things, r the euill ſpirite that leadeth men to erroz: 
ſo doth Syrianus teſtiſie, that Plato was called Demon, be- 
cauſe he diſputed of depe Common wealth matters, great⸗ 
ly auaplable to the benefit ot his Countrey : and Ariſtotle, 
becauſe he wꝛot at large of all things ſubiect to mouing and 
ſence. Then belike quoth J) vou make this wozd Demon, a 
. 
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diſtant from the ſcoape of my demand: ſoꝛ J do only enquirs 
of the Diuell, as this common of the Diuel, ſig⸗ 
nifieth a malignant ſpirit to mankinde, and a hater 
of God and all godnes. Thoſe are the ſecond kinde ſaid he, 
vſualp termed defracters oz accuſersthat are in knowledge 
infinite inſomuch as by the quicknes of their wits x agreeay 
ble mixtures of the Clements, they ſo comp2ehend thoſe ſes 
minarie vertues to men vnknown,that thoſe things which 
in courſe of time, oʒ by growing degrees Nature of it ſelfe 
can effect. They by their Art andſkil in haſtning the wozks 
of Nature, tan contriue and compaſſe in a moment, as the 
Magitians of Pharao, who whereas Nature not without 
ſome interpoſition of time, and oꝛdinarie cauſes of concepti- 
on bꝛings fozth — any liuing thing els, they 
without all ſuch diſtante of ſpace, o2 circumſcription of ſea⸗ 
ſon euen in a thought aſſone — env 
nered the Land of Eg: with this monſtrous encreaſe, Df 
the oꝛiginall of. vs ſpirites, the Scripture moſt amply ma- 
keth mention, namelp that Lucifer (befoze his fall) an Arch- 
angel, was a cleere bodie compact of the pureſt, and bꝛighteſt 
of the apꝛe, but after his fall, hee was vayled with a groſer 
ſubſtance, and twke a new foꝛme of darke and thicke ayze, 
which he till reteineth. Neither did he onely fall, when hee 
ſtroue with Michael, but dzewe a number of Angels to his 
faction ; who ioynt partakers of his pꝛoud reuolt, were like- 
wiſe partakers of his puniſhment, and all thzuſt out of hea⸗ 
nen together by one iudgement : who euer ſince do nothing 
but wander about the Earth, and tempt and enfozce fraple 
men to enterpziſe all wickednes that may bee, and commit 
moſt hozrible and abhominable things againſt God, Mer⸗ 
uaile not that J diſcouer ſo much of our eſtate vnto the: foz 
the Scripture hath moze than J mention, as .

aſcribed vnto them,x dzaw men vnto their loue by wonders 
and pꝛodegies, that els wold hate them deadly,if they knew 
their maleuolence andenuie. Sucha monarchizing ſpirit it 
that ſaid vnto Cheiſt, f/ hon wr fall dewne, and Wor (hip 
me, f will giue thee-all the Kungdomes of the earth : and ſuch a

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Theſe know how to viſſociafe the loue of bꝛethꝛen, and to 
bꝛeak wedlock bands with ſuch violence, that they may not 
be vnited, t are pꝛedominant in many other domeſtical mu- 
tinies : of whom if pou liſt to heare moze, read the 3 9, of 
Ecelefiaſticus. The pzophet Eſay maketh mention of another 
Spirit ſent by God to the E giptians, to make them ſtray and 
wander out of the way, that is to ſay, the Spirite of lying, 
which they call Bolychym. The ſpirits thatentice men to 
gluttonp, e luſt are cerfaine watry ſpirits of the Weſt,and 
certaine Southern ſpirits as Nefrach and Kelen, which fo. 
the moſt part pꝛoſecute vnlawfull lones, and cheriſh all vn⸗ 
naturall deſires: they wander thꝛough lakes, ſiſh· ponds and 
fennes,and onerwhelm ſhips, caſt boates vpon ankers and 
dzowne men that are ſwimming ; are they coun- 
ted the moſt peſtilent, troubleſome and guilefull ſpirits that 
are: foz by the helpe of Alynach a ſpirit of the Weft, they 
will raiſe ſtoꝛmes, cauſe carthquakes, whirlwindes,rayne, 
haile 02 ſnow in the cleareſt day that is: and if euer they ap- 
peare to anie man, they come in womens apparell, The ſpt- 
rits of the aire will mixe themſelues with thunder + lighte⸗ 
ning,and ſoinfect the Tlyme where they raiſe any tempeff,. 
that ſodainly great moztalitie ſhal enſue fo the inhabitants, 
from the infectious vapoꝛs which ariſe from their motions : 
of ſuch S. lohn maketh mention in the ninth of the Apoca⸗ 
lips ; their patrone is Mereris, who beareth chief rule about 
the middle time of the day, The ſpirits of the fire haue their 
manſtons vnder the regions of the Bone, that whatſoener 
is committed to their charge, they may there execute, as in 
their pꝛoper conſiſtoꝛie, from whence they cannot ſtart. Che 
ſpirits of the Earth ker pe fo; the moſt part in Foꝛreſts and 
woods, and do hunters much nopance, and ſometime in the * 
b2oad fields where they lead trauelers out of the right way, . . 
o2 fright men with defo2med apparitions, oꝛ make hem run 
mad thzongh exceſſine melancholy like Aiax Iclamonius, 
ſo pꝛoue hurtfull to themſelues, 4 daungerous to others: of 
this number the chiefe are Samaab and Achymael ſpirits of 
the Eaſt, that haue no power to do any great harm, by _ 
on 
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ſon ofthe vnconſfancie of their affections, The vnder earth 
ſpirits, are ſuch as lurk in dens e litle cauernes ol the earth, 
and hollow creuiſes of mountaines,that they may dyue into 
the bowels of the earth af their pleaſures: theſe dig metals, 
and watch treaſures, which they continually tranſpozt from 
place to plate, that non ſhould haue vſe of them: they raiſe 
windes that vomit flames, « ſhake the foundation of build- 
ins, they darfhce in rounds in pleaſant Lawnds,and griene 
medowes, with noiſes of muſick and minſtralſp, and vaniſh 
away when any comes nere them; they will take vpon the 
any ũmilitude but ofa woman, and terreſie men in the like ⸗ 
nes of dead mens ghoſts in the night time: and of this qua- 
litie t condition the Nigromancers hold Gaziel, Fegor, and 
Anarazel, Southerne ſpirits, to be. Beſides, there are vet re- 
maining certaine lying ſpirits (who, although all be giuen 
to lye by nature) pet are they moze pꝛone to that vice, than 
the reſt,being named Pychoniſts,of whom Apollo comes to 
be called Pythzus:they haue a pzince aſwel as other ſpirits 
of whom mention is made in the 3. bok of Kings, when her 
ſaith he will be a lying ſpirit in the mouth of all Ahabs pꝛo⸗ 
phets : from which thoſe ſpirites of iniquitie do little differ, 
which are called the veſſcls of wꝛath, that aſſiſt Belia! ( whõ 
they interpꝛet a ſpirite without yoake oz controuler) in all 
damnable deuiſes and inuentions. Plato repozts them to be 
ſuch as firſt deuiſed Cardes and dite, and J am in the mind, 
that the Monke was of the ſame oꝛder, that found out the 
vſe of Gunpouder, and the engines of warre therto belong⸗ 
ing. Thoſe that w2it of theſe matters,call this Beliall Cho- 
dar ot the Eaſt, that hath all witches and coniurers ſpirits. 
vnder his iurildiction, # giues them loaue to helpe Juglers 
in their tricks c Simon Magus to de miracles;alwaies pꝛo- 
uided they bꝛing a ſoule home to their after foz his hyꝛe. 
Pet are not thefe all, fo2 there are ſpirits called ſpies + tale. 
cariers, obe dient to Aſcaroth, whom the Greekes call Dai- 
mona, . Iohn, The accuſer of the brethren alſo tempters, 
who foz their inferrupting vs in al our god actions, are cald 
our euill Angells, Aboue all . they hate the light, 
3 and 
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and reiopte in darknes, diſquieting men malitidully in the 
night, e ſome times hurt them by pinching them oꝛblaſting 
them as they ſleepe ; but they are not ſo much to be dzeaded 
as other ſpirites, becauſe if a man ſpeak to them;fhey flee a- 
way and will not abide,@ucha ſpirit Plinius Secundus tels 
leth of, that vſed to haunt a godly houſe in Athen that As 
thenodorus hired; and ſuch another Suetonius deſeribeth to 
baue long hovered in Lamianus garden where Caligula lay 
buried, who foz becauſe hee was onelyrouered with a fewe 
clods, and vnrenerently thzowne amongſt the waves, her 
meruatilouſly diſturbed the owners of the garden, 4 would 
not let them reſt in their beds, till by his Siſters returned 
from baniſhment, he was taken vp, 1 entoombed ſolemnly, 
Pauſanias àuououcheth (amongſt other experiments) that a 
certaine ſpirit called Zazilus doth fced vpon dcad mens coz- 
ſes, that are not deeply enterred in the earth as they ought: 
which to confirme,there is a wonderfull accident ſet downe 
in the Daniſh hiſtoꝛie of Aſuius and Aſmundus, who being 
two famous frends (well knowen in thoſe parts)vowd one 
to quother, that inhech of them two outliu: d the other ſhuld 
be buried aliue with bis frend that firſt died. Jn ſhazt ſpace 
Aſuitus fell ficke and.yelded to nature, Aſmundus compels 
led by the oath of his friendſhip, tok none hut his hoꝛſe and 
his dog with him, and tranſpoꝛted the dead bodie into a vaſt 
caue vnder the earth, and ther determined hauing vicualcd 
humſelfe fo; a long time) to finiſh his dapes in darknes, and 
neuer depart from him that he loued ſo dearlie . Thus ſhut 
vp, and encloſed in the bowels of the earth, it hapned Ericus 
King of SueuEnd to paſſe that way with his Armie not ful 
two moneths aſter, who comming to the taumbe of Aſuitus, 
and ſuſpecting it a place where treaſure was hidden, cauſed 
bis Pioners with their ſpades and mattockes to dig it vp: 
whereupon was diſcouered the loathſome body of Aſmun- 
dus, al to beſmeared with deadmens filth, bis viſage moſt 
vgly and fearfall; whichimbzued with congeald btoud, and 
eaten and toꝛne like a raw vlcer, made hun ſo gaſtly to be⸗ 
bold, that all the-lokers on were afrighted. Bee ſing — 
ſe 
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ſelfe reſtoꝛed to light, and ſo many amazed men ſfand about 
him, reſolued their vncertaine perpleritie in theſe tearmes. 
Why ſtand ve aſtonicht at my vnvſuall defozmities? when 
no liuing man conuerſeth with the dead, but is thus diſfigu- 
red. But other cauſes haue effected this alteration in me:fo2 
Fknow not what audacious ſpirit ſent by-Corgon from the 
beep, hath not only moſt rauenouſly denoured my hoꝛſe and 
my dog, but alſo hath laid his hungrie pawes vpon mer, and 
tearing downe my cheekes as you ſc, hath likewiſe rent a⸗ 
way one of mine eares. Hence is it that my mangled ſhape 
ſemes ſo monſtrous, and my humane image obſcured with 
goꝛe in this wiſe, Pet ſcaped not this fell Yarpie from mee 
vareuenad: foz as he aſſaild ine, J raught his head from his 
ſhoalders,and ſheathd my ſwozd in his body. Yaue ſpirits 
their viſible bodies ſaid J, that may be foucht, wounded, oz 
pierſt: Belteue me, J neuer heard that in my life befoze this, 
Why quoth he, although in their pzoper eſſence they are cre- 
atures incozpozal,yet can they take vpon the the induments 
of any liuing body whatſoeuer, and-tranſfozme themſelues 
into all kinde ofſhapes, whereby they may moze eaſily de⸗ 
ceine our ſhallow wits and fenſes; So teſtiſies Baſilius that 
they tan put on a materiall fozme:when they liſt. Socrates 
affirmeth that his Demon did oftentimes talke with him, x 
chat he ſaw him x felt him many times. But Marcus Cher- 
roneſius (a wonderfull diſconerer of Diuels) waiteth, that 
thoſe bodies which they allume, are diſtinguilht by no diffe- 
rence of ſex, becauſe they are ſimple, and the diſcernaunce of 
ſex belongs to bodies compound: yet are they flexible, mo- 
tiue, and apt foꝛ any configuration; but not al of them alike; 
fo2 the ſpirits of the Fire and Aire haue this power aboue 
the reſt. The ſpirits of the water haue low bodies reſem⸗ 
bling birds and women, of which kinde the Naiades Ne- 
reides are much celebzatedamongſt Pocts, Neuertheles, 
how euer they are reſtrapned to their ſeuerall ſinulitudes, 
it is certaine that all of them deſire no fozme 02 figure ſo 
much, as the likenelſe of a man, t do thinke themſelues in 
heauen, when they are infcoft in that hue:wherfoze. J know - 
wo 
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ns other reaſan but this, that man is the neereft repzeſentas 
tid to God, in ſo much as the Scripture ſaith, He made man 
after his own likeneſle and Image: and they affecting by rea- 
ſon of their p2ide, to bee as like God as they may, contend 
moſt ſeriouſly to ſhzoud themſelues vnder that habit, But 
A pꝛap tell mee this, whether are there (as Porphirius hol- 
deth) god ſpirites aſwell as euill. Nay certainly/quoth he) 
we are al euill, let Porphirius, Proclus, Apuleius, oz the Pla- 
toniſts diſpute to the contrary as long as they will which J 
will confirme.to thy capacity by the names that are euerie 
where giuen vs inthe Scripture , foz the deuill which is 
the Summum genus to vs all, is called Diabolus quaſi deorſum 
ruens, that is to ſay, falling downward, as he that aſpyzing 
too high, was thzown from the top of felicitie to the loweſt 
pit of deſpayze and ſathan, that is to ſay,an Aduerſary,who 
fo; the cozruption of his malyce , oppoſeth himſelſe euer a- 
— God, who is the chiefeſt god. In lob, Behemoth and 
ſay a Subuerter: becauſe the foundation of thoſe vertues, 
which our high Paker hath planted in our ſoules, hee vn⸗ 
dermineth and ſubuerteth. A Serpent fo2 his poyſoning , a 
Lyon fo2 his denouring : a Furnace, foxthat by his malyce 
the Elect are tryed, who are veſſels of wzath and ſaluation. 
In Eſay, a zen, a Lamia, a Scrich-oule,an Eſtridge. In 
the Pſalmes,an Adder, a Baſiliſke,a Dꝛagon. And laſtiie, 
in the Goſpel, Pammon, Pzince of this woꝛld and the Go⸗ 
uernour of darknes : ſo that by the whole courſe o condem 
ning names that are gyuen vs, and no one inſtance of any 
- fanozable tytle beſtowed vppon vs, J poſitinely ſet downe 
that all ſpirits are euill. Now, whereas the Diuines attri- 
bute vnto vs theſe god and euill ſpirits, the god to guide vs 
from euill, the euil to dzaw vs from godneſſe, they are not 
called ſpirites but Angells, of which ſozt was Raphael], the 
god Angell of Tobias, who exilde the euill ſpirite A ſmodius 
into the deſart of «£2:p:, that he might bee the moze ſecure 
from his temptation. Since we haue entred thus far into 
the deuills common- wealth, J beſeech you certefie me thus 
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much, whether haue they power to hurt granted them from 
God,oz frb themlelues; can they hurt as much as they will, 
Not ſo quoth hee, foz although that dinells be moſt mightie 
ſpirits, yet can they not hurt but permiſſiuely,o; by ſome ſpe- 
ciall diſpenſation : as when a man is falne into the ſtate of 


an out-law, the Lawe diſpenſeth with them that kils him, 


the Pzince excludes him from the potecion of a fubiect ; ſo, 
when a man is a relaps from God and his Lawes , God 
withdzawes his pꝛouidence from watching over him, : au- 
thoꝛizeth the deuil as his inſtrument, to aſſaulthim and toz- 
ment him, ſo that what ſoeuer he doth , is Limirata poti a- 
re, as one ſaith: inſomuch as a haire cannot fall from our 
heads, without the will of our heauenly Father, The dinell 
could not deceiue Achabs P2ophetes till he was licenſed by 
God,noz exerciſe his tyzannie ouer lob til he had ginen him 
commiſſion,no2 enter into the heard of (ſwine til Chzift bad 
them goe. Zherefoze need you not feare the diuell any whit 
as long as you are in the fauour of God, who raineth him ſo 
ſtraight, that except be let him loſe he can do nothing. This 
manlike pzopoztion which A now retaine, is but a thing of 
ſuffrante granted unto me to plague ſuch men as hunt after 
ſtrife, and are delighted with variance. It may bee ſo verie 
well, but whether haue you that (kill to fozetell things to 
tome, that is aſcribed vnto vou? We haue (quoth he) ſom⸗ 
times, not that we are pziuy to the eternal counſel cf God, 
but fo that by the ſenſe of our ayzte bodies we haue a moze 
refined faculty of fozeſetng,than men poſſibly can haue,that 
are chained to fuch heaute earthly moulder; o2 els fog that 
by the incomparable pernicitie of thoſe ayzie bodies, we not 
onely out ſtrip the ſwiftnes of men,beafts and birds wher- 
by we may be able to attain to the knowledge of things ſw- 
ner, than thoſe that by the dulnes of their earthly ſenſe come 
a great way behinde vs. Yerevnto may we adioin our long 
experience in the courſe of things from the beginning of the 
woꝛld, which men want and therfoze cannot haue that deep 
coniecture that we haue. Noz is our knowledge any moze

Pierce Penileſſe his 
geſſe that we haue, pꝛocerdeth from the compared diſpoſition 
of heauenly & earthly bodies, by whoſe long obſerucd tem 
perature, we do diuine manie times. as it happens there⸗ 
foze do we take vpon vs to pzophecy,that we may purchaſe 
eſtimation fo our names, + being men in admiration with 
that we do, and ſo be counted foꝛ Gods, The myzacles wee 
wozk,are partly contriued by illuſion, and partly alliſte d by 
that ſupernaturall ſkill we haue in the cxperience of nature 
aboue al other creatures. But againſt theſe illuſions of pour 
ſubtiltie and vaine terrozs you inflict, what is our chiefere- 
ſuge: J ſhalbe accounteda foliſh Diuel anone, if 3 bewzay 
the ſecrets of our Kingdome,as J haue begun: pet ſpeak J 
no moze than learned Clarkes haue witten, and aſmuch as 
they haue ſet downe will J ſhew thee, Origen in his Trea- 
tiſe againſt Celſus ſaith, there is nothing better foz him that 
is vered with ſpirits, than the naming of. leſu,the true God; 
fo2 he auoucheth, he hath ſen diners d2iuen out of mens bo⸗ 
dies by that meanes, Athanaſius in his boke De varus que- 
ſtionibus (aith, The pꝛeſenteſt remedie againſt the inuaſion 
ol euill ſpirits, is the beginning ol the 67,Þſalmc, Exurgar 
Deus, & diſſipemr ur inimici eius. Cyprian coũſailts men to ad- 
ture ſpirits anely by the name of the true God Some hold 
that ſire is a pꝛeſeruatiue foz this purpoſe, becauſe when a- 
y ſpirit appeareth, the lights by little and little, goe out as 

it were of their owne accoꝛd, and the tapers are by degrees 
extinguiſht, Others by inuocating vpon Cod, by the name 
of Vehiculum ignis ſuperiorts,amd often rehearſing the Articles 
of our faith. a third ſoꝛt are perſwaded that the bzandiſhing 
of ſwoꝛds is god fo2 this purpoſe, becauſe Homer faineth, 
that Vliſſes ſacrificing to his mother, wafted his ( woꝛd in 
the aire to chaſe the ſpirits fri the bloud of the ſacrifice, And 
Sibilla conducting Æneas to hell begins her ene in this 
fo:k, -Procul, O procul, eſte prophani: 

que iuvande viam, vaginaque eripe ferrum. 

Philoſtratus repozteth that he and his companions meet- 
ing that diuel which artiſts entitle Apolonius,as they came 
one night from banquetting, with ſuch termes as be is curſt 
in 
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in holy w2it, they made him run away howling; Manie in 
this caſe ex toll perfume of C alamentum pæonia, Menta palma 
Chriſti, and Appius ꝗ number pzefer the carying of — 
rall about them, oꝛ of 4 themiſia bypericen, Ruta ver bema. 
to this effect manie do vſe the ipngling of kepes, the-cound 
of the harp,and the claſhing of armoꝛ. Some of old time put 
great ſuperſtition in characters, curicuſſy engraucd in thepz 
Pentagonon, but they are all vaine,4 wil do no god, if they 
be other wile vſed than as ſignes of touenaunt betwerne the 
diuell and them. Noz de J affirme all the reſt to be vnfalli- 
ble pꝛeſcriptions, though ſome tune they haue their vſe : but 
that the one ly aſſured way to reſiſt their attempts is pꝛay⸗ 
er and faith, gainſt which all the dinells in hell cannot pꝛe⸗ 
uaile, Jnough gentle ſpirit J wil impoztune the no farther, 
but commit this Supplication to thy care: which if thou de- 
liuer accozdingly,thou ſhalt at thy returne haue-moze of my 
cuſtome: fo2 by that tune 3 wil haue finiſhed certain letters 
to diuers Oꝛatoꝛs and Poets,diſperſed in your dominions. 
Thats as occaſion ſhal ſerue, but now J muſt fake leaue of 
vou, foꝛ it is Zerme-tune,and haue ſome buſines. AGen- 
tleman (a frend of mine that J neuer ſaw befoꝛe) ſtapes foz 
me, and is like to be vndone if J come not in to beare wit- 
nes on his fide ; wherefoze Bai manu, till our next mæ⸗ 
ting. 


Gentle Reader tandem ali gu a Tam at eaſure fo falke 
to thie, J dare ſay,thou haſt cald me a hundzed times dolt 
fo: this ſenſeles diſcourſe : it is no matter, thon doſt but as 
I haue done by a number in my dayes, Foz who can abide 
a ſcuruie pedling Poet to pluce a man by the ſleene at eue⸗ 
rie third ſtep in Paules Churchyard,and when hee comes in 
tofurucy his wares, theres nothing but purgations and vo⸗ 
mits wꝛapt vp in waſt paper. Jt were verie god the-dog-" 
whipper in Paules would haue a care of this in his vnſaue⸗ 
rie viſitation euerie @aterday : fo2 it is dangerous fo2 ſuch 
of the Qucenes liedge people, as ſhall take a vie we of then 
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Lohe to it you Bokeſellers & Stationers, and let not your 
ſhops bee infected with any ſuch goſe gyblets oz ſtinking 
garbadge, as the Jygs ofnewſmongers, and eſpecially ſuch 
of you as frequent Meſtminſter hall, let the be cirtumſpea 
what dunghill papers they bzing thether : ſoꝛ one bad pam⸗ 
phletis inough to raiſe a dampe that may poyſon a whole 
Terme, oꝛ at the leaſt a number of pe Clyents that haue 
no money to pꝛeuent il aire by bzeaking their faſts ere they 
tome thether. Not a baſe Jack-dzopper oz ſcuruie plodder at 
Nouer int, hut vailes his aſſes earcs on euery poaſt & comes 
off with long Cocamguaque to the Gentlemen Readers, pea 
the moſt extrementarie diſlikers of learning are growne ſo 
valiant in impudence,that now they let vp their faces (like 
Turks) of gray paper to be ſpet at foz ſiluer games in Finſ⸗ 
burie fields, Whilft J am thus talking, me thinkes J heare 
one ſay, Nhat a fop is this he entitles his Boke A Suppli- 
cation to the Diuell,# doth nothing but raile on ideots, and 
tells a ſtozie of the nature of ſpirits, Yaue patience god ſir, 
and weele come to you by and by. Js it my Title pou finds 
fault with! Why, haue you not ſeene a Towne ſurnamed 
by the pꝛincipall houſe in the Zowne , oz a Noble man des 
rite his Baronrie from a little village where he hath leaſt 
land? So fareth it by me in chꝛiſtening of my boke. But 
ſome will obiec, whereto tends this diſcouerie of dinels,03 
how is it induc'd ? Foꝛſoth, if thou wilt ne ds know my re⸗ 
ſon, this it is. Jbzing Pierce Penileſſe to queſtion with the 
diuel, as a vong nouice would talke with a great trauailer: 
who car ing an Cngliſhmans appetite to enquire of news, 
will be ſure to make what vſe of him he may, and not leaue 
anything vnackt, that he can reſolue him of, Jf then the di⸗ 
uell be tedious in diſcourſing, impute it to Pierce Penileſſe, 
that was impoꝛtunate in demanding: 02 if J haue not made 
him fo ſecret 02 ſubtill in his art, as diuels are wont, let that 
of Lactantius be mine excuſe ib. 2. cap. 16.de Origents e rere, 
wher he ſaith, the diuels haue no power to lie to a iuſt man: 
and if they adiure them by the maieſty of the high God, they 
will not onely confelle themſelues to be Diuels, but _ 
ir 
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their names as they are. Deu: bone, what a vaine am I fal- 
len info? what, an Tpiffle to the Readers in the end of thy 
boke 2 Dat vpon ther fo: an arrant blocke, where learndſt 
thou that wit? O ſir,hold your peace: a fellon neuer comes 
to his anſwere befoze the offence be committed, Wherefoze 
if J inthe beginning of my Bok ſhould haue come off with 
a long Apologie to excuſe my ſelfe, it were all one, as ifa 
thefe going to ſteale a hozſe,ſhould deuiſe by the way as he 
went, what to ſpeake when he came at the gallowes, Here 
is a croſſe way. and Jthinke it god heere to part. Farwell 
farewell, god Parentheſis, and commend me to Ladie Uas 
nitie thy miſtres. Now Pierce Peniles if fo2 a parting blow 
thou haſt ere a tricke in thy budget moze than oꝛ dinarie bee 
not daintie of it, fo a god Patron will pay foz all. where 
is he? Promiſſis quilibet des eſſe poteſt. But cap and thanks 
is all our Courtiers payment : whereſdꝛe J would counſell 
my frends to be moze — their Dedications,and 
not caſt away ſo many months labour vppon a clowne that 
knowes not how to vſe a Scholler: foz what reaſon haue J 
to beſtow any of my wit vpon him, that will beſtow none of 
his wealth vpon me, Alas, it is an eaſie matter fo2 a godlie 
tall fellowe that ſhines in his ſilkes, to come and out face a 
pee ſimple Pedant in a thꝛet bare cloake, and tell him his 
Bake is p2ety, but at this time he is not pzouided foz him: 
marrie about two oz thꝛe daies hence if he come that way, 
his Page ſhal ſay he is not within, oz els he is ſo buſie with 
my L,Yow-call-ye-him,and my L.What-call-ye-him, that 
he may not be ſpoken withall.

that beſto wel much coſt in refining of muſicke, # had fcarſe 
Fidlers wages fo2 his laboꝛ. We want an Arcrine here as 
mona vs, that might firip theſe golden aſſes out of their gay 
frappings,and after he had ridden them to death withrayl- 
ing. leaue them on the dunghil foz carion. Eut J will wate 
to his ghoſt by my carrier, t hope hele repaire his Whip, e 
vſe it againſt our Engliſh Peacockecs, that painting thems 
ſelues with Church ſpoyles, like nughtie mens ſepulchers, 
haue nothing but Atheiſme, ſchiſme, hypocriſie, and vainglo⸗ 
rie. like rotten bones lurking within them. O how my ſoule 
abho2s theſe buckram giants, that hauing an outward face 
ofhono2 ſet vpon them by flatterers t paraſites, haue theyz 
inward thoughts,ſtuft with ſtraw aud ſetbers, if they were 
narrowly ſifted, Farre bee it bꝛight ſfarres of Nobilitie, 
and gliſtring Attendaunts on the true Diana, that this my 
ſpeach ſhould be anie way inturicus to pour gloztous mage 
nificence : fozin pou liue thoſe ſparkes of Auguſtus libera⸗ 
litie, that neuer ſent any way emptie : and Science ſeauen⸗ 
fold thzone welnigh ruined by ryot and auarice,is mightely 
ſuppoꝛted by paur plentifull largeſſe, which makes Poets to 
fing ſuch godly Yymnesof your pꝛaiſe, as no enuious po- 
ſteritie may fozget, But from generall fame, let me digres 
to my pꝛiuate experience, and with a tongue vnwoꝛthie to 
name a name of ſuch wozthines, affectionately emblazon to 
the eyes of wonder, the matchles Image of Bono, #4 mag- 
nificent re warder of vertue, loucs Eagle · borne Ganimede, 
thꝛice noble Amintas. Jn whoſe high ſpirit, ſuch a Deitie of 
wiſdome appeareth, that if Homer were to wzite his O4 
/eanew (where vnder the perſon of VH ſſes hee deſcribetha 
ſinzu'ar man of perfection,in whome all oznaments both of 
peace 
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peace & war are aſſembled in the height of their excelence) 
he need no other inſtante to augment his tonceipt, than the 
rare cariage of his honoꝛable minde. Man Writers and 
god wits,are giuen to commend their Patrons and Bene- 
factoꝛs, ſome foz pzoweſle,ſome foz policy,others fo2 the glo- 
rie of their Anceſtrie and excerding bountie and liberalitie: 
but if my vnable pen ſhould euer enterpꝛiſe ſuch a continu⸗ 
ate taſke of maiſe, I wouldembowell a number of thoſe 
wind puft bladders,x diſfurniſh their bald pates ofthe peri- 
wigs Poets haue lent them, that ſo J might reſtoze glozye 
to his right inheritance, and theſe ſtolne Titles to their true 
owners: which if it would ſo fall out, (as time map wozke 
all things) the aſpiring nettles with their ſhadie tops ſhall 
no longer ouer · dꝛecp the belt hear bo, oz keep them from the 
ſmiling aſpect of the Sunne, that ue and thaiue by comfo;- 
table beames, none but Deſert ſhould fit in Fames grace, 
none but Hector be remembꝛed in the chꝛonicles of Pꝛom⸗ 
eſſe, none but thou moſt courteous Amyntas bee 2 ſecond 
muſicall Argument of the knight of the Red: croſſe. 
Oh decus atque au gloria ſumma tui. 

And here (heauenly Spencer) J am moſt highiy toaccuſe 
thee of foꝛgetſulnes, that in that honourable Catalogue of 
our Engliſh Heroes, which inſueth the concluſion of thy fa- 
mous Fairie Nucene , thou wouldeſt let ſo ſpectall a piller 
of Nobilitie paſſe vnſaluted, The verie thought of his farre 
deriued difcent,and cxtraozdinarie parts where with hte a⸗ 
ſtoineth the world, and dꝛawes all hearts to his loue, would 


haue inſpired thy foꝛe wearied Maſe with neu furie to pꝛo⸗ 


cede to the next triumphs of thy ſtately Gadvefſe; hut as 1 
in fauoꝛ of ſo rare a Scholer, ſuppoſe with this caunſaile he 
refraind his mention in this firlk part, that he might with 
full ſaile pꝛocerde to his dug — — ſecond, 
Ok this occaſion long ſince J happened to frame a Sonnet, 
Which being wholy intended to the reuerence'of this renou⸗ 
med 7Lozd, (to whom J owe all the vtmoſt powers of my 


loue and duetie) I meant here foz varietic of ſtyle;to wfert | 
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Peruſing yeſternight with idle eyes, 
The Fairy Singers ſtately tuned verſe : 
And viewing after Chap-mens wonted guiſe, 
What ſtrange contents the tytle did rehearſe. 
I ſtreight leapt ouer tothe latter end, 
Where like the queint Comædians of our time, 
That when their Play is doone doe fall to ryme, 
I found ſhort lynes,to ſundry Nobles pend. 
Whom he as ſpeciall Mirrours ſingled — 
To be the Patrons of his Poetry; 
I read them all, and reuerenct their worth, 
Yee wondred he left out thy memory. 
But therefore geſt I he ſuppreſt thy name, 
Becauſe few words might not copriſe thy fame. 
+ Beare with mee gentle Poet, though J conceiue not as 
right of thy purpoſe , oz be to inquiſitiue into the intent of 
thy oblimon : foz how euer my comecture may miſſe the cus 
thion, pet ſhallmy ſpech lauour of friendſhip, though it be 
not allisd to Judgement. 5 
T antum hoc molior, in this ſhoꝛt digreſſion, to acquaint 
our tonatrymen that tyue out of the Tccho of the Courte, 
with a tommon knowledge of his inualuable vertues, and 
ſhew my leife thank full (in ſome part) ſoꝛ benefits receyued: 
which ſince woꝛds may not tounte ruavle, that are the viſual
